tary Hughes and Prssideart Harding in February. l?23 
II. COOPERATE WITH THE LEAGUE OF NATIONS. WITHOUT 


FULL MEMBERSHIP AT PRESENT 


That without becoming a member of the League of Nations as at 


present constituted, the United States Government should extend Its 
present cooperation with the League and propose participation in the 
work of its Assembly and Council under the following conditions and 
reservations: 


Safeguarding «f Monroe Doctrine 


1. The United States accepts the League o' Nations as an Instrument 


of snntuaJ counsel, but it will assume no obligation to interfere 
with political questions of policy or internal administration of any 
foreign state- 


La uniting its efforts with those of other States for the preser- 


vation of peace and the promotion of the common welfare, the 
United States insists upon the safeguarding of the Monroe Doc- 
trine and does not abandon its traditional attitude concerning 
American independence of the Old XVorld and does not consent to 
submit its long established policy concerning questions regarded 
by it as purely American to the recommendation or decision of 
other Powers. 


No Military or Economic Force i 


2. 
That the only kind of compulsion which nations can freely engage 
to applv to each other in the name of Peace is that ts-hich arises 
from conference, from moral judgment, froni fall publicity, and 
from the power of public opinion. 


Tbe United States would assume no obligations under Article X 


in its presect form, or under Article XVI in its present forrn in the 
Covenant, or In its amended form as now proposed, unless ia any 
particular case Congress has authorized such action. 


The United States proposes that'Articles X aad XVI be either 


dropped altogether or so amended and changed as to eliminate 
anv suc^estion of a general agreement to use coercion for obtain- 
ing conformity to the pledges of the Covenant. 


No Obligations Undsr Versailles Treaty 


S. 
That the United States will accept ao responsibilities under the 
Treaty of Versailles unless In ajiy particular case Congress has 
authorized such action. 


League Open to All Nations 


4. 
The United States Government proposes that Article 1 of the Cove- 
nant be^consirued aad applied, or. If necessary, redrafted, so that 
admission to the Lea§rue shall be assured to any self-governing 
StaTe that wishes to join and that receives the favorable vote of 
two-thirds of the Assembly. 


Development of International Law 


5. 
As a condition of its participation in the work and counsels of the 
League, the United States asks that the Assembly aad Council con- 
sect—or obtain authority—to begin collaboration for the revision 
and development of International .law. employing for this purpose 
the aid of a commission of jurists. This Commission woild be 
directed lo formulate anew existing rules of the law of nations, to 
reconcile divergent opinions, to consider points hitherto inade- 
quately provided for but vital to the maintenance of international 
justice, and in general to define the social rights and duties of 
States. The recommendations of the Commission would be pre- 
s^cted from time to time, in proper form for consideration, to the 
Assembly as to a recommending if not a law-making body.

Lave beer, causing farmers and or- 
chardists in certain portions o! Ad- 
£:i3s. Cumberland Franklin Counties 
much concern. In some cases con- 
siderable damage to cultivated crops 
and fruit trees have occurred. In a 
number of complaints investigated it 
v.-as ex-ident that the actual damage 
was considerably 
exaggerated and 


not sufficient to warrant removing or 
killing the deer, but in others the 
damage was quite serious. In some 
of these localities landowners 
were 


unwilling to have the deer killed or 
removed. 
Xo appropriation to pay for dam- 


age : Xo funds are available to pay 
for damage by deer. An effort to se- 
cure such an appropriation was made 
at two different sessions of the Leg- 
islature without success. Later the 
game law was changed to permit 
landowners, or their regular em- 
ployees, to kill deer under certain 
conditions if caught in'_the' net' or 
immediately after, providing the deer 
are destroying crops or fruit trees in 
a material way. Before killing deer 
landowners 'must be in' position"1 to 
prove that material damage is 'being 
done. Any deer so killed" must be 
cared for by the ipcrson killing same, 
remove• -the "'eiftria1s.i:hang -"up th« 
carcass"and Tepdrt it within twenty*
